A BRAVE alopecia sufferer 
showed there's "life after 
hair" by shaving off her long 
blonde ponytail. 

Alice Frost, aged 15, of Chase View 
Farm in Houghton Road in Denton, 
Northampton was diagnosed with 
the hair loss disease around nine 
months ago when a hairdresser 
found a bald patch the size of a five 
pence piece on her scalp. 

The Wellingborough school pupil 
lost around two thirds of her hair 
before she recently shaved off the 
rest to raise funds for Alopecia UK, 
a charity which offers support and 
advice to people with the disease and 
their families. 

Alice, who has already raised 
more than £1,400 for the charity, said: 
“I wanted to make a statement that 
there’s life after hair. I don’t want 
people to feel like it’s the end of the 
world. It’s really devastating but I 


can still do all the things I want to do. 
I don’t want other sufferers to feel 
scared.” 

She added: “There are girls in the 
same situation as me and I would 
hate anyone to feel like I did. 

“When I came to terms with it I 
began to think it’s not the end of the 
world.

The teenager, who wants to study 
farming and agriculture when she 
leaves school next year, said none of 
her hair has started to grow back yet 
but she has a blonde wig and around 
45 hats which she wears regularly. 

She said: “I had enough of looking 
down and seeing hair on my pillow 
and in the shower, so I decided to 
shave it off instead and raise some

money at the same time. I see it as a 
new start and I love my new wig. 

“At first it was just awful as I’ve 
never been the most confident per¬ 
son anyway.

Alice said 
the head shave was the first of many 
fund-raising activities she is plan¬ 
ning and will host a charity walk 
called Walk for Skin sometime next 
year.

Food waste 
scheme is 
now delayed 


A SCHEME to collect food 
waste from homes in North¬ 
ampton has been delayed 
until after Christmas. 

Northampton Borough Council 
and its waste collection company, 
Enterprise, were due to bring in the 
recycling service before the festive 
period, but have now decided to de¬ 
lay the launch until the new year. 

The council’s cabinet member for 
the environment, Councillor John 
Yates (Con, Spring Park ) said the 
decision had been made so collec¬ 
tions could be implemented across 
the town, one area at a time. 

He said: “After winning the elec¬ 
tion in May we inherited a schedule 
which said the collections would 
have started in the autumn, but af¬ 
ter looking at it I thought that had 
the potential to be a disaster, be¬ 
cause it would have been too quick. 

“It will be far better to roll it out 


slowly and make sure we get each 
area of the town right, rather than 
doing it all quickly.” 

Plans to introduce food waste 
bins were first announced by the 
former Liberal Democrat leaders of 
the borough council in February. 

At the time, some residents ex¬ 
pressed concern that a food waste 
bin, as well as brown and black 
wheelie bins and blue, green and 
black recycling boxes, would be 
overwhelming. 

But the Labour opposition group 
at the Guildhall said the new bins 
should have been introduced in 
time for Christmas. 

The leader of the opposition, 
Councillor Lee Mason (Lab, Brook- 
side) said: “They knew Christmas 
was coming when they originally 
announced the roll-out. We were 
told they would be able to cope with 
it, but clearly on this occasion they 
can’t.”

Pregnant cow was 
hit by train and died 


A FARMER whose cow was hit by 
a train near Northampton has 
said he is “extremely sad” the 
pregnant animal died, but glad 
no people were hurt in the colli¬ 
sion. 

Railway workers were driving 
a specialist engineering train 
along the line between North¬ 
ampton and Long Buckby early 
on Friday morning when the ve¬ 
hicle hit the cow. 

The accident killed the animal 
and derailed the train, causing 
hours of delays for commuters 
on Friday morning. 

Farmer James Jelley from Per¬ 
kins Lodge Farm in Long Buckby 
said the cow, which was a Fre- 
sian-Hereford cross, had man¬ 


aged to get onto the railway line 
past a fence at the edge of one of 
his fields. 

He said: “The cow was preg¬ 
nant and due to be brought in for 
the winter in the next few weeks. 
The field she escaped from runs 
alongside the railway and is 
boarded by a fence which Net¬ 
work Rail maintain. 

“It’s extremely sad to lose such 
an animal, especially as she was 
in calf, but we’re glad the situa¬ 
tion was not a lot more serious.” 

The cow was one of a herd on 
Mr Jelley’s farm which he breeds 
to supply meat to shops and pubs 
in Northamptonshire. 

The accident caused serious de¬ 
lays to railway services into Fri¬ 
day afternoon.

Fish depleted after 
unseasonal weather 


MEMBERS of an Angling Club in Northamp¬ 
ton fear fish stocks in Abington Park Lake 
will have been severely depleted after oxygen 
levels in the water fell to a fatally low level. 

The Environment Agency was called out af¬ 
ter dozens of large fish were spotted gathered 
at the inlet of the lake “gasping for breath”. 

Former England and Northamptonshire 
cricketer Peter Willey, who is treasurer of Ab¬ 
ington Park Lake Angling Club, said the lake 
was a “scene of devastation” when he arrived 
at about 7am. 

The lake contains several thousand bream, 
carp, perch, roach and tench and Mr Willey 
feared that a large majority could have per¬ 
ished. 

He said: “I’ve never seen anything like this 
in the 40 years I’ve been coming here. It is 
unusual for them all to congregate round the 


inlet like that. We’ve got a lot of bream in the 
lake and some carp that have been in there for 
years and years. 

“I think unless we can save some, the lake 
will be devastated.” 

Andy Wetherley, membership secretary of 
the Angling Club, said: “This is a disaster for 
us. Hopefully a few of the big fish will manage 
to survive but the little ones are our future. 
I’ve never seen anything like it. 

“We are only a small club with about 50 
members but it would be a real loss to the 
community.” 

Officers from the Environment Agency ar¬ 
rived at the lake and pumped peroxide into 
the water to increase the oxygen level. 

A spokeswoman for the agency said early 
signs indicated that it may have been caused 
by the unseasonably mild weather. 


'Shops would 
help put library 
on the map' 


BUILDING new shops around North¬ 
ampton town centre's library would 
help the building stand out, the lead¬ 
er of Northampton Borough Council 
has claimed. 

Earlier this month, the Mercury & Citizen 
reported that Guildhall officials had drawn 
up plans to incorporate the Central Library 
in Abington Street into a new retail area, 
stretching around the rear of the library and 
into St Giles Street. 

Council documents suggested the library 
could be replaced “either within the regener¬ 
ated site or elsewhere in the town centre”. 

And the leader of the authority, Councillor 
David Palethorpe {Con, Billing ) has said the 
proposals would put the library building on 
the map, suggesting many residents did not 
currently know where it was. 

During a meeting to discuss the plans he 
said: “The library is not going to be ‘destroyed’ 
as some people seem to think. It’s listed and 
should be a ‘stand-out’ building in the town. 

“But if you asked most people in this town 


where the library is, they probably wouldn’t 
know. It doesn’t stand out and it should. So I 
hope people will get behind its restoration.” 

The Central Library was opened in Abing¬ 
ton Street, in the town centre, in 1910. 

As part of plans showing how the town 
could develop by 2026, the borough council 
said the area around the library could accom¬ 
modate 64,500-sq ft of new retail space. 

News of the plans shocked some library 
users, including Northamptonshire County 
Council, who said they had no current plans 
to move the library. 

The leader of the opposition at the Guild¬ 
hall, Councillor Lee Mason {Lab, Brookside) 
also called for the library to be left alone in 
any redevelopment of Abington Street. 

She said: “I’m truly concerned by some of 
these plans. I don’t think the people of North¬ 
ampton want the library to be changed. I’m 
not sure this whole plan has been thought 
through.” 

The borough council’s plans for the library 
area will be put out to public consultation for 
six weeks from the beginning of November.

hospital bill 


RELATIVES of a man cur¬ 
rently in a coma in a hospi¬ 
tal in Crete after suffering 
a suspected brain injury 
in a holiday accident have 
spoken of the family's des¬ 
peration to get him brought 
home for treatment. 

Christopher Wilson was enjoy¬ 
ing a five-day break to the Greek 
island with his wife Donna as part 
of her 50th birthday celebrations 
when he was struck by a car as the 
pair crossed the road. 

Since the accident the 50-year- 
old, of Semilong, Northampton, 
has been in a medically-induced 
coma in a hospital on the island 
while doctors determine the ex¬ 
tent of his injuries. 

Mr Wilson did not have travel 
insurance, and so far his treat¬ 
ment has racked up a huge £27,000 
in hospital bills, which his family 
now faces having to pay, as well as 


the money needed to get him back 
to the UK for treatment and their 
own travel and accommodation 
costs in the country. 

Mr Wilson’s elder sister Joanna, 
who lives in Abington, said: “It 
was a complete shock when we 
were told what had happened. 

“Christopher didn’t have trav¬ 
el insurance. Donna did but he 
didn’t. So far the bill is £27,000 and 
we don’t know how much it will 
cost to get him back to the UK. 

“We don’t know what to do. The 
family can’t afford that sort of 
money. 

“We are totally shattered. I can’t 
sleep for worry. I just don’t know 
what to do. The Consulate is our 
only hope. 

“My mum and dad have enough 
on their plate as my dad is ill at the 
moment and now they have this 
worry on their heads. 

“We just want to get Christo¬ 
pher home.”

Groups welcome 
return of animals

BUSINESS leaders and 
local charities have wel¬ 
comed the return of a 
fund-raising art project to 
Northampton. 

Safari Northampton is the suc¬ 
cessor to last summer’s hugely 
successful Pride of Northampton 
event, which saw 35 model lions 
prowling the town’s streets and 
parks. 

The African safari next summer 
will feature six different animals, 
including a Dr Who-inspired talk¬ 
ing ‘cyber-gorilla,’ unveiled at the 
launch of the project at Park Inn, 
in Silver Street, Northampton, 
last week. 

Safari Northampton is run by 
Wild in Art, which has raised 
more than £1 million for charity 
since 2008. 

Northampton will be the first 
town to see the full range of fibre- 
glass models. It is also the first 
time the project will have been 
to the same town twice, follow¬ 
ing a Facebook campaign for its 
return. 

Wild in Art director Charlie 
Langhorne said: “This is a very 
exciting opportunity. There’s 
huge benefits to be reaped from 
this event by local businesses and 
local communities.” 

Sheridan New, the Grosvenor 
centre manager, said footfall had 
risen by 20 per cent while the li¬ 
ons were on show last year. 

Northampton BID (Business 
Improvement District) direc¬ 
tor Stephen Chown said footfall 
figures across the town had in¬ 
creased by nearly 10 per cent. He 
said: “At a time when other towns’ 
footfall figures were going down 
this was a fabulous result.” 

The scheme asks local busi¬ 
nesses to sponsor a giraffe, lion, 
ape, rhino, hippo or elephant, 
which artists are then commis¬ 
sioned to decorate. 

The animals will be on display 
for 11 weeks from next June. An 
auction in September will raise 
funds for the Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire Air Ambu¬ 


lance, the Born Free Founda¬ 
tion, and the Chronicle & Echo 
and Macmillan Cancer Support’s 
£1.55 million appeal to fund a new 
blood cancer treatment unit at 
Northampton General Hospital. 

Bernadette Halton, Macmil¬ 
lan’s area fund-raising manager, 
said: “It’s a fantastic opportunity 
that I hope a lot of businesses will 
take up.” 

Last year the project raised 
£70,000. In 2012, the aim is to have 
60 animals in the town. 

Gorillas will also be placed at 


Birmingham New Street and Lon¬ 
don Euston stations in a drive to 
bring more people to Northamp¬ 
ton. 

Surrounded by examples of 
the animals last night, Virginia 
McKenna OBE, co-founder of 
the Born Free Foundation, said: 
“There isn’t an animal in this 
room that isn’t in danger. That’s 
what this exhibition and future 
auction is about.”

ESTABLISHED in 1956, Potterspury Lodge is an 
independent charitable trust, which offers high 
quality education for boys aged between eight to 
eighteen years who have autistic spectrum disorders 
and a variety of emotional, social and behavioural 
difficulties and associated learning difficulties. 

The School teaches the full National Curriculum, 
with the exception of a modem foreign language. 
Class sizes are kept to around eight or nine students 
and in addition to the subject teachers there is a 
strong team of learning support assistants to ensure 
each child gets the help and support they need.

Daventry already has the innovative 
iCon building 

A UNIVERSITY, eco-park and 
town centre regeneration project 
are all part of a master plan that 
has been unveiled for Daventry. 

The draft proposals, known as ‘Daven¬ 
try 2040’, outline a long-term vision for 
the town to make it ‘self-sufficient’ and 
sustainable by 2040, under a number of 
measures put forward by Daventry Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

The plans include the first university 
for the town, new housing in the north¬ 
east and south-east, the regeneration of 
retail, employment and leisure areas in 
the town centre and the creation of parks 
and green spaces. 

Improvements to the A45 between Dav¬ 
entry and the Ml motorway are also pro¬ 
posed, along with the introduction of a 
new transport system. 

Councillor Chris Millar, leader of the 
council, said of the plans: “The master 
plan is to get businesses and other groups 
who are looking at investing in Daventry 
a chance to understand our plans and our 
vision. 

“We know from our own information 
that companies are investing in Daventry 
because of our plans for the future. 

“We have the iCon in town and the Uni¬ 
versity Technical College coming, plus 
we have the commitment from Henry 
Boot for the new retail developments. 

“The plan is all around showing in¬ 
ward investors our plans and giving 
them confidence in the town. It looks at 
new homes, the town centre, leisure, jobs, 
transport. Some of it will be familiar to 
people from previous plans.” 

The master plan was prepared follow¬ 
ing a series of engagement sessions with 
community groups, businesses and par¬ 
ish councils last November.

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Another £30,000 for Silverstone 


POLITICIANS at Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council have 
agreed to invest a further 
£300,000 of taxpayer's money 
in Silverstone circuit. 

In 2010, the council loaned the 
track £10 million to help with the 
creation of the £27 million Silver¬ 
stone Wing pit and paddock com¬ 
plex. 

In a separate deal, the authority 
also agreed to give the south North¬ 
amptonshire circuit £1.5 million 
over five years. 

And during a meeting held at the 
now-completed Wing building, the 
council’s cabinet agreed to give Sil¬ 
verstone £300,000, which is the sec¬ 


ond instalment of the £1.5m grant. 

The leader of the authority, Coun¬ 
cillor Jim Harker {Con, Kettering 
Rural ) said: “I’m very impressed 
with the world-quality services 
we’ve now got at the Wing. It’s a tre¬ 
mendous investment in the county 
that’s been made as a result of the 
council’s investment and the confi¬ 
dence we have in high performance 
engineering in Northamptonshire. 

“I think if the county council had 
not invested £10 million of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money as a loan there would 
not be a Silverstone Wing and there 
would not be a British Grand Prix.” 

The Wing was unveiled earlier 
this year as the centrepiece of the 
Formula 1 British Grand Prix. It 


was praised by Formula 1 boss, 
Bernie Ecclestone, who has been 
one of Silverstone’s biggest critics 
in the past. 

The council’s cabinet member for 
finance, Councillor Bill Parker {Con, 
Brambleside ) said: “If we hadn’t 
loaned Silverstone £10 million there 
would not be a Wing today. It’s a tre¬ 
mendous commitment we made and 
it’s already paying huge dividends.” 

The council’s latest grant of 
£300,000 will be handed over to the 
circuit’s bosses in April. 

It is hoped the money will help 
fund further development of the cir¬ 
cuit, with plans in place for three ho¬ 
tels, a college campus, a technology 
park and a Formula 1 museum.

'Students will 
revitalise town' 

CREATING space for more than 500 
students to live in Northampton town 
centre will help revitalise the whole 
town, councillors have claimed.

Tributes paid to 
landscape artist 


TRIBUTES have been 
paid to an artist whose 
painting of Windsor 
Castle is now thought 
to be owned by the 
Queen.

However, things started fall¬ 
ing apart for Tellison almost as 
quickly as they built up. 

Tellison’s new album, The 
Wages Of Fear, was released in 
June - four years after the debut. 

“We’d left it so long we were 
anxious about how people were 
going to take us,” singer Stephen 
Davidson explains. “We we felt 
like it was a real step up from 
our debut though. 

“People seem to have ‘got’ 
what we’re trying to do, which is 
gratifying. 

“We’re having a good time and 
we’ve had a great summer, which 
is a nice change.” 

Tellison’s first record was 
written when Davidson was a 
teenager and while he’s proud of 
both, the band spent more time 
questioning exactly why they 
were doing the things they were 
this time around. 

“There wasn’t just an unques¬ 
tioning acceptance of what was 
going to fall out of practice,” he 
explains. 

“There was especially an 
awareness of lyricism for me. 
The first record was quite ob¬ 
lique lyrically, it’s quite easy to 
hide meaning behind layers of 
non-meaning. 

“With this record I wanted to 
try to be understandable and so I 
suppose I worked harder. 

“It took a lot of time, there 
were a lot of problems, we 
started to doubt if we’d make a 
record. So to achieve it against a 
backdrop of things falling away 
was quite satisfying.” 

Singer and guitarist David¬ 
son is joined in Tellison by lead 
guitarist and singer Peter Phil¬ 
lips, bassist and singer Andrew 
Tickell and drummer Henry 
Danowski. 

When their debut was released 
Tellison found themselves with 
interest from “all corners of the 
industry”. 

“We weren’t set up to receive 
it at the time, we were just kids,” 
Davidson admits. 


“I don’t think we took our 
chances because we didn’t know 
how things worked. We missed a 
trick there. 

“There were a lot of people 
who said ‘Well, we liked the first 
record, what’s next?”’ 

In reality, ‘next’ turned out to 
be a band faced with the prospect 
of bills to pay and having to find 
jobs to support themselves. 

“Real life caught up with us 
and things were put on hold a bit 
longer,” he explains 

“Ears drifted away to new 
bands - music moves so quickly 
now-a-days - then our label 
ceased to exist, our booking 
agents started to look for the 
next set of young bands and we 
parted with our management. 

“The machinery around us 
completely collapsed.” 

Tellison were left back at 
square one - having to convince 
a whole set of new people they 
were worth supporting. 

“It was a challenge, especially 
when everyone had abandoned 
you thinking you were over,” 
admits Davidson. 

Tellison continued writing 
songs and while they didn’t 
consider splitting up, Davidson 
reveals things became “a little 
despondent”. 

While considering whether 
to self finance and release their 
album, Tellison started working 
with a new manager and signed 
a deal with a new record label, 
both described by Davidson as 
“enthusiastic” and “stunningly 
helpful”. 

Tellison’s debut record was 
recorded in bedrooms and living 
rooms but for their latest record, 
they teamed up with Peter 
Miles, who they’d came to know 
through the punk rock scene. 

“People had always had really 
positive things to say about him 
and the environment in which he 
records,” explains Davidson. 

“He had a big farmhouse in 
Devon he worked out of, we went 
down there and did some record¬ 
ings. 

“It was just like hanging out 
really, there were deer running 
around, it was very relaxing and 
creative. 

“Of all the people we’d worked 
with, we felt he was on our wave¬ 
length.” 


Unfortunately, in the time 
frame Tellison were recording 
in Miles had to move out of the 
farmhouse he was renting. 

The band, with Miles, relocat¬ 
ed to an old house in the Scottish 
borders. 

“One of my favourite things 
about the record is if you listen 
carefully - with headphones 
- you can hear people slamming 
doors and Pete’s dog running 
around in the quiet bits of the 
record. 

“It feels like real life creeping 
in.” 

With the record recorded, 
Tellison turned to the 1950s 
French film The Wages Of Fear 
for its title. 

“Movies play a peculiar part 
in our band, we all love going 
to the cinema but equally we all 
have worked these odd part-time 
jobs to fit around the band - a 
few of us work in art cinemas,” 
Davidson explains. 

“When we were thinking 
about titles for the record I found 
the notebook where I’d written 
the title. 

“I thought it was good and 
you can hang a lot of the trouble 
which was taking place around 
the time of the record around 
the title. 

“It harks to the fact we were 
doing jobs we don’t enjoy to cre¬ 
ate something we do enjoy 

“The way the part-time thing 
becomes the full-time thing and 
the thing you love is put on the 
back burner. It’s a reminder and 
a warning not to let that hap¬ 
pen.” 

One of the lessons Davidson 
concedes the band has learnt 
is not to leave things so long 
between album. 

With the music industry 
motoring along at a frantic pace, 
Tellison don’t want to be left 
behind again and are already 
demo-ing material which will 
make up either their third album 
or an EP. 

“We’ve been hard on ourselves 
to keep writing. 

“When this record cycle ends 
it’ll be between us and the label 
about what happens but we won’t 
wait another four years!” 

Tellison play the Roadmender 
tonight. Doors open at 7.30pm 
and tickets cost £6.

F it ain't broke, don't fix it. 

That's the mantra of director 

Craig Brewer, who updates 
the storyline of this toe-tapping 
remake to present day Georgia 
but retains the familiar charac¬ 
ters and plot of the 1984 classic 
Footloose.

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Rio's bigger 
and better 



N OT long ago the big car 
makers in Europe kept 
their beadiest eye on 
rivals in Japan. Today it’s the 
Koreans who have them wor¬ 
ried, and no wonder. 

The speed with which the 
big Korean car makers have 
improved their models to 
match most of Europe has 
been simply astonishing. 

If you need to prove the 
point, take a leisurely stroll 
around the new Kia Rio. It’s 
the company’s most impor¬ 
tant car for years, designed to 
snatch sales from the heart¬ 
land of Euro car-land, where 
the likes of the Fiesta, Polo 
and Clio rule the roost. 

Soon this sort of car is 
expected to take one third 
of all car sales in Europe, so 
getting yours right is rather 
important. With only mod¬ 
est reservations (of which 
more later), Kia has hit the 
target with its latest Rio. 

Apart from the obvious 
pull of Kia’s seven year 
transferrable warranty and 
carefully set prices, there’s 
the look of the latest car. 
Styled by an ex-Audi high 
flyer, the Rio looks every 
centimetre the modern 
small family car, from 
sculpted bonnet to pert 
behind. 

Inside, there’s a 
bit too much 
gloomy 
black 
plas¬ 
tic 


but just enough soft touch 
surfacing and natty pattern¬ 
ing on the cloth seats to com¬ 
fortably lift it out of bargain 
basement territory. Big, bold 
instruments and chunky, eas¬ 
ily reached switches, add a 
touch of thoughtful design. 

Priced from £10,595 to 
£14,895, the Rio range has a 
choice of petrol and diesel 
engines; one of the lat¬ 
ter producing less carbon 
dioxide from its tailpipe 
than any non-electric car in 
the UK. 

That’s for the least well 
equipped model. Spec it to 
the grade 2 level of the (pet¬ 
rol powered) test car and it 
would cost £700 more than 
the car you see here and Kia 
expects not to sell many of 
them. 

Most Rio drivers don’t do 
big mileages and will find 
the test car’s 2,000 mile 
average of 45mpg perfectly 
acceptable, along with zero 
road tax in the first year and 
a modest £95 thereafter. 

They will also enjoy a car 
a little longer and wider (but 
lower) than the outgoing Rio 
and with extra passenger 
space inside, thanks to push¬ 
ing front and rear wheels 
further 



apart. Split/fold 
rear seats and a 
bigger boot than 
before are plus 
points too. 

There are four 
trim grades, with 
the test car’s grade 
2 likely to prove 
popular. It comes 
with air con, alloy 
wheels, electric windows all 
round and heated and fold¬ 
ing door mirrors. 

Fire up the engine and you 
may wonder if it’s actually 
going, so quiet is the ticko- 
ver (no cheap diesel was 
ever this hushed). Dip the 
light clutch and engage a 
gear with the equally easily 
moved gearlever and you’ll 
discover a car so easy to 
drive it ought to top a driv¬ 
ing school’s wish list. The 
steering is featherlight but a 
bit numb and lifeless. 

My test car arrived with 
a scant 200 miles under its 
tyres and felt flat and life¬ 
less whenever the sugges¬ 
tion of a slope appeared. 

A month and 2,000 miles 
later and it was trans¬ 
formed; easily keeping up 
with hurrying traffic and 
only occasionally needing 
a downchange - or two - on 
something approaching a 

It proved a mostly 
comfortable 
companion, good 
at absorbing the 
worst bumps 
Britain’s hope¬ 
less roads can 
throw at you 
but never quite 
settling down 
on the better 
stuff. 

Low speed 
pulling power 
and a sometimes 
jittery ride apart, the new 
Rio presents Europe’s finest 
with a genuine challenger.

LITTLE BIG CAR 



By David Vivian 

As with the larger Delta, the Ypsilon 
supermini's mission is to bring 
unprecedented levels of luxury, 
technology, refinement and roominess to 
its sector and, at first, the claim that a car 
just 3.8 metres long can seat five adults (in 
comfort) seems a little hard to swallow. 
But although the baby Chrysler's 
underpinnings are closely related to those 
of the diddy Fiat 300 and Ford Ka, the key 
to the claim lies with its longer wheelbase 
taken from the fortchcoming, all-new Fiat 
Panda. 

The launch of the Ypsilon sees Chrysler 
embark on a four-year plan to re-build its 
dealer network and revamp its range in 
the UK and it could hardly have chosen 
more competitive sectors in which to 
begin its journey But we can see the 
Ypsilon carving out some action for itself. 


It ticks a lot of the right boxes, not least 
excellent economy, tons of kit and stand¬ 
out design. 

We'd say the pick of the engine range is 
the familiar GM-sourced 1.3 turbodiesel. It 
doesn't feel especially brawny from low 
revs but feels pleasingly lively and 
responsive after that. With this engine, the 
Ypsilon can sprint to 60mph in ll.Osec 
and, should it find itself on a German 
autobahn, roll on to a claimed ll4mph. It 
seems that today's city cars like to stretch 
their legs. 

The big difference, of course, is that this is 
a Fiat Group car wearing a Chrysler badge. 
The name maybe different but those 
who've been waiting such a long time for 
Lancia's return to the UK market should 
have something to celebrate as well.

ROB NEWTON has committed 
his immediate future to North¬ 
ants by signing a new deal. 

Newton’s current contract was 
scheduled to expire at the end of the 2012 
campaign but with the addition of a one- 
year extension, that date has been moved 
forward to September 2013. 

He and wicketkeeper David Murphy 
both put pen to paper on new deals 
yesterday.

West said: “We had them 
in on Tuesday to go through 
some calls, which was hard 
work for them because they 
had only just landed. 

“We knew we were going 
to be looking to use them if 
they were right and their 
attitude was right and that 
proved to be. 

“We gave everybody 
Wednesday off and we 
trained Thursday and Fri¬ 


day Foden and Ashton have 
played a lot of rugby over 
the last five or six weeks 
and they probably needed 
a week to recover and we 
will see where they are this 
week.” 

After just three days back 
in the country West was 
delighted with Wood’s per¬ 
formance on Saturday and 
especially his attitude as he 
kept going for a lung-bust¬ 
ing 80 minutes following 
very little game time at the 
World Cup. 

“Tom Wood has been away 
and he has been frustrated 
and has hardly played any 
rugby,” said West. 

“He was outstanding on 
Saturday, his enthusiasm, 
his work-rate and some of 
the stuff he did in the game 
was awesome. 

“We are really happy to 
have him back, he is a good 
player and he gives us that 
headache now as to who 
we are going to pick next 
week.” 

After missing the first 
four games of the season be¬ 
cause of a hip injury Saints 
also have Roger Wilson back. 
He had an excellent game on 
Saturday and his powerful 
running has certainly been 
missed. 

It means Saints are back 
to full strength in the back- 
row. 


Fry backing Johnson 


GARY JOHNSON has received 
some support from an unlike¬ 
ly source, with Peterborough 
United's Barry Fry backing the 
Cobblers boss to come good 
and win promotion. 

Town have only won four of their 
13 league games this season and last 
Friday night turned in their worst 
display of the campaign to lose 3-0 at 
Port Vale. 

The nature of that loss has led 
to plenty of criticism for Johnson, 


but Posh director of football Fry be¬ 
lieves the man who was in charge at 
London Road between April 2010 and 
January 2011 will soon have the side 
back on track. 

“Gary will definitely come good at 
Northampton,” he said.

In football things go against you 
sometimes, but you’ve got to keep 
your cool and stand by what you’re 
doing. 

“If you do that, things will come 
good again and I’m sure they’ll come 
good again for Gary and he’ll turn 
the team around.” 

Johnson lost three of his first four 
games as Peterborough boss and had 


a similarly sticky start as Bristol 
City manager. 

But the view from both of those 
clubs is that Northampton are per¬ 
haps lucky to have such an experi¬ 
enced coach at their helm. 

“I was at Bristol City on Saturday 
and I was talking to their owner Ste¬ 
ve Lansdown and Colin (Sexstone), 
the chairman, and they both can’t 
believe he’s at Northampton because 
they feel he’s a Championship man¬ 
ager,” added Fry “He worked mira¬ 
cles there for them and I’m sure with 


what he did there, and here, and at 
Yeovil and with his previous clubs 
that he’ll come good. 

“It hasn’t worked out for him so 
far. For one reason or another it’s 
been a nightmare but he will turn it 
around, no question about that. 

“He had a dodgy start at Bristol 
and here, but by the time he left we 
were in a play-off position, and that 
was what we wanted.” 

The Cobblers are back in npower 
League Two action on Saturday at 
Bristol City (ko 3pm). 
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
